The Dog Owner and His Dog

"As Pyrrhus (King of Epirus) 


was journeying through the coun- 
try he came across a dog guard- 
ing the body of his master who 
had been murdered; and according 
to the testimony of neighbors, the 
dog had been there already for 
three days without moving, or eat- 
ing or drinking. Pytrhus ordered 
that the man should be buried and 
he took the dog with him com- 
manding that the dog should be 
well treated. 


"A few days afterwards there 


was a muster and a review of all 
the soldiers who paraded before 
the king seated on his throne with 
the dog near him. The dog lay 
still until he perceived the mur- 
derers of his master when he 
rushed upon them incontinently 
with loud barks and raging fury, 
turning often towards Pyrrhus in 
such a way that not only the king 
but all his attendants conceived a 
strong suspicion that these must be 
the men who killed his master. 


"They were made prisoners, and 


at their subsequent trial further 
evidence, both direct and circum- 
stanial, was produced against them, 
so that in the end they confessed 
the murder and were put to death.

SifMng the mottled affairs of McKes- 


son- Robbins Company, investigators have

Patman received substantial fees, pains-

ture wholesale but leaping to $300 a lec- 
ture ictail. 


Since Mr. Patman has been the very 


devil in spraying burning sulphur over 
the modest differential in most instances 
between wholesale and retail prices some 
explanation should be forthcoming con- 
cerning his creation of the prize price 
differential of the ages. 


But a far more important question 


than this is presented by Mr. Patman's 
apparent eagerness to coin his position 
upon a burning legislative question into 
a very substantial income for his bank 
account.

Louisiana and several other south- 
ern states have an hour more day- 
light 
than 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, 


Indiana or Illinois. 


The people of southern Canada 


have more daylight than those of 
nortern Canada. 


If 
you 
want to find a place 


where the days are really short. 
just go to Norway or to Iceland! 
In Iceland the 
people 
celebrate 


a Christmas Day with only four 
hours of daylight in it. 


Have you noticed that the days 


are 
getting 
longer now? Prob- 


ably not. for the gain in daylight 
is very small, less than a minute 
a day during this period. Yet the 
turn has come, and the shortest 
day of the year is past. Each dav 
in the northern hemisphere will 
have a little more daylight in it 
for the next half-year. 


The gain of daylight 
will 
be 


about two and a half minutes each
